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You Tube video inspires 
armed robbery in 
Sumpter Township

Apizza delivery man was attacked, injured, 
and robbed at about 11:49 p.m. Tuesday, 
May 15, and it turns out the robbers were 
inspired by a You Tube video. 

The 24-year-old delivery person was 
delivering a pizza from Red Rooster 
Pizzeria to the 700 block of Virginia in 
Holiday West mobile home park, to what 
turned out to be a recently vacated home. 
When he got out of his vehicle, he was 
attacked by a masked male wielding a 
spindle from a deck railing. 

Sumpter Township Police Detective John 
Toth said the driver was hit on the head and 
suffered two lacerations, indicating he was 
probably struck twice. 

The driver was robbed of about $200 
in cash while he was on the ground. A 
second man appeared. Both wore masks 
and the victim couldn’t tell the race of his 
assailants, but could tell they were males. 

The driver returned to the business and 
called 911. He received treatment at the 
scene and then was transported to St. 
Joseph Mercy Hospital. 

Just seven hours later a man who lived two 
blocks over from the scene of the robbery 
told Sgt. John Ashby that two people were 
in his back yard the previous night and he 
confronted them and there were some back 
and forth obscenities. 

The man recognized the 14-year-old 
person in his backyard and watched when 
he went to his Oregon Street home. 

There were items dropped in the man’s 
flower garden that connected the juvenile 
to the robbery, as well as clothing matching 
the driver’s description. 

Sumpter Police invited the juvenile and 
his mother in for a talk and Det. Toth said 
the boy confessed. He was turned over to 
the juvenile court system. 

His alleged partner in the robbery, Sean

Belleville DDA selects LED lights for 
Main St.; installation after festival

Some 146 LED lights will be installed 
in the decorative light poles in Belleville’s 
Downtown Development Authority district. 
The work will take about three weeks and 
will begin after the Strawberry Festival is 
over. 

The replacement of the lighting fixtures 
should be minimally disruptive and it will 
not be necessary to shut down Main Street 
for the work, said Carol Thompson, DDA 
Administrator. 

At the DDA’s regular meeting on May 
16, the board voted unanimously to award 
a contract to Airport Lighting to install 54- 
watt GlobalTech LED replacement fixtures 
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for a bid price of $65,090. 

There were seven bids from four 
contractors when bids were opened Feb. 
15. After Spicer engineers reviewed the 
bids and met with a DDA subcommittee, it 
was decided to put up demonstration lights 
to see how the different models looked and 
which ones the residents preferred. 

There were 22 responses from citizens: 
16 on the Doane’s Landing models and six 
on the South Street models. Most South 
Street responses said the lights were too 
bright and/or had too much glare. 

The overall preference showed 76% 
preferred the new LED lights over the 
existing lights. 

Spicer engineer Evan Pratt said besides 
saving costs on energy, he believes the 
DDA will be able to realize further cost 
savings by working with the contractor to 
replace all double light fixture arms with 
single-armed light fixtures. Pratt expects 
the payback period for the LED investment

At noon on Saturday, the annual Sumpter 
Country Fest Parade steps off at Sumpter 
and Judd roads, heading south on Sumpter 
to the fairgrounds at Dunn Road. 

Presiding over the parade will be the 
2012 Grand Marshall Mary Sherwood, 
representing the early settlers of Sumpter 
Township. 

Mary Flannery Sherwood was born in 
Springfield, Ohio.

Mary has lived in Sumpter Township 
for 62 years and has been active in many 
township function. She is on the township 
election board and attends township board 
meetings as often as she can. She is well- 
regarded in the township for her helpful 
and friendly manner.

Tom and David Sherwood. They both 
live in Sumpter Township on Sherwood 
Road. She is the proud grandmother 
of five grandchildren and seven great- 
grandchildren. 

The Sherwood family came to Sumpter 
from Detroit in the early 1900s. They 
wanted a “nice” place in the country and 
they found it here. 

Many years ago when the township was 
naming roads they generally named the 


roads after the families living on them. 
Thus, Sherwood Road was taken from the 
name of the John Sherwood family who 
owned the corner property at Willis Road 
and what is now Sherwood Road. 

John Sherwood served as the Sumpter 
Township Supervisor from April 1932 to 
April 1942. Sherwood Park on the corner 
of Sherwood and Wear roads was also 
named in honor of Mr. Sherwood. 

“I am deeply honored to be asked to 
serve as the Grand Marshall of the 2012 
Sumpter Country Fest Parade,” said Mary. 
“Thank you, Sumpter Fest Committee. I 
am so proud to live here where everyone is 
a good friend and neighbor. God Bless the 
U.S.A. and Sumpter Township.”

The memory of Matthew Bies and the 
Bies/Sobecki Family will be honored 
during Saturday’s Sumpter Fest Parade. 

The Sumpter Parks and Recreation 
Commission members said on this 
Memorial Day weekend, their thoughts are 
of those who have gone before to make the 
lives of this community better. 

The Bies/Sobecki family history began 
when two young immigrants arrived 
from Poland. They each made their way 
to Sumpter Township. Rosalie Stopczak 
Sobecki, a widow with three sons (Frank, 
Felix, and Cass) met and married Michael 
Bies in 1917. The family made its home on 
a farm on Sumpter Road. 

Michael and Rosalie were blessed with 
seven more children: Matthew, Bernice, 
Louis, Henry, Rosalie, Chester and Stanley 
(Bies) and raised their extended family of 
ten on that farm — not an easy task in those 
early days during the Depression. 

Time passed, and when duty called, five 
of the boys proudly went off to serve our 
country during World War II. Matthew 
was wounded in action in 1943 and was 
awarded a Purple Heart. He and his brothers 


returned home to Sumpter Township to 
establish their lives. Only one brother, 
Louis, married and moved out of state to 
New York. 

Felix Sobecki started businesses in 
Sumpter, including a gas station, a country 
grocery store and a bar, located on the 
corner of Sumpter and Willis roads. Brother 
Cass built and operated a bowling alley 
next to the bar. Many a Sumpter family has 
fond memories of the times spent at those 
establishments. 

Matthew met his wife, Gertrude 
Truchnicki from Dearborn, at his job at 
Industrial Wire in Wayne. They married in 
1946 and bought a home on Willis Road 
where Gertrude still resides today, after 
Matthew’s passing at age 90 in 2009. 

Matt and Gertie, as they became known 
to everyone, raised three children. Their 
oldest son Edward was killed in action in 
Vietnam in 1968. Daughter Teresa Bies- 
Sawyer and husband Herbert now reside in 
Florida. Teresa was involved in the building 
of both of the veteran’s memorials in the 
area. Daughter Diane and her husband 
Craig Brannock live close to her mother. 

Of note also, Matthew was an active and 
proud member of St. Anthony’s Parish, 
VFW Post 4434, PLAV Post 167, and PNA 
Lodge 2984. 

A majority of the Bies and Sobecki 
families still proudly call this area home. 
Looking back, they say they are honored 
to have been a part of the growth and 
development of Sumpter Township.

Last Saturday I joined the volunteers at 
Hillside Cemetery who were placing fresh 
American flags on veterans’ graves in time 
for Memorial Day. Lisa Long, Belleville 
Clerk/Treasurer, is in charge of the project 
and so I asked her for an assignment and 
she directed me to a group that had a large 
area to cover in Section B and would get 
done sooner with help. 

Phyllis Smith had the clipboard with the 
list of names we were assigned, her husband 
Richard Smith was carrying armloads of 
new flags, Bill Emerson was carrying the old 
flags that were replaced, and Kae Hartford 
was finding the graves and gently brushing 
off dried grass clippings from some of the 
headstones so they could be read. 

When I joined them, I asked them to stop 
for a minute, right where they were, so I 
could grab a photo and then we could get 
on with our task. They were good sports and 
posed for a minute and I snapped away. 

Then, I asked whose grave they had just 
marked and it turned out to be: Homer R. 
Morris, 1C3 U.S. Navy, Korea, March 16, 
1931 — February 18, 2010. 

We were stunned. One of the group said 
people would think this was a set up. Of 
course, it wasn’t. 

They referred to my two weeks of 
stories about the Coy Kendall greenhouse 
property, which featured Homer Morris’ 
dream of splitting the cleared property into 
plots so people could build homes. This is 
the same Homer Morris. There are some 
who have noticed unusual things that have 
happened recently that make them think 
Homer is watching over his wife Jean and 
helping with this greenhouse project. There 
were four witnesses to what happened on 
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Saturday. 

A Michigan Court of Appeals ruling 
released May 8 said a man’s admission to 
a pastor that he sexually assaulted a girl is 
protected under state law. 

The Rev. John Vaprezsan of Metro Baptist 
Church in Van Buren Township cannot 
testify against a member of his church who 
confessed to raping a nine-year-old girl, the 
ruling said. The suspect’s comments were 
confidential under the “cleric-congregant 
privilege? and under Baptist church 
doctrine, according to the court. 

The Rev. Vaprezsan reported the man’s 
confession to police but his testimony was 
not allowed during the preliminary exam 
in district court and the circuit court also 
refused any further use of that evidence, 
which the Appeals Court said was correct. 

Samuel D. Bragg is facing first-degree 
sexual assault charges in Wayne County 
Circuit Court for the rape that allegedly 
happened in 2007. This local case has been 
watched nationwide because, as Bragg’s 
attorney argued in February, allowing 
Vaprezsan to testify threatened to turn 
clergy into agents for police.

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The deadline for preliminary witness lists 
was May 16. Gamble’s attorney presented 
a list of more than 30 proposed witnesses. 
The attorney for the police officers listed 80 
witnesses. Additional non-expert witnesses 
may be filed with the court by June 15. 

The law suit was filed Oct. 11, 2011 in 
Wayne County Circuit Court and then 
removed to federal court on Nov. 11. 

The suit concerns a neighbor’s complaint 
about a loud radio that led to a confrontation 
in a Robson Road garage between Gamble 
and the two VBT police officers at about 
10:30 p.m., Oct. 19, 2009. 

The law suit said Gamble was in a garage 
at his residence listening to the radio, with 
the garage door a quarter-way closed to 
conserve heat. 

The suit claims the two officers appeared 
at the Gamble home, walked into the garage 
and demanded he turn off his radio. The 
suit said he declined to turn off the radio, 
stating he was on his own property and that 
the radio was not loud. 

The suit claims the two officers “set upon 
him,” called him names, and struck him 
with such brutality on his head that he lost 
consciousness. 

The suit said he was taken to the VBT 
jail where he “languished” about two 
hours before being conveyed to a hospital. 
Gamble said he is diabetic, but the officers 
said he was drunk. 

Gamble alleges the “wrongful acts” of 
the police caused him many debilitating 
injuries. The counts in the law suit include 
false arrest, false imprisonment, malicious 
prosecution, and violation of Civil Rights. 

The officers deny they mistreated 
Gamble. They said they sought to take 
him into custody by handcuffing him and 
he resisted, necessitating the officer taking 
him to the ground. 

The officers deny they struck him with 
brutality in the head or that Gamble lost 
consciousness. They said he was taken to 
jail, but they didn’t know how long he was 
there before being transported by Huron 
Valley Ambulance to Annapolis Hospital 
for evaluation.

downtown businesses: $3,650 to Belleville 
Area Council for the Arts — Music Lakeside 
($7705.88 requested); BACA — ArtAffair 
on Main, no allocation ($5,000 requested 
— note that last year the Art Affair request 
for $3,000 was granted with the stipulation 
it was “one time only seed money”); 
$7,000 to National Strawberry Festival 
($12,000 requested) to help cover costs 
of local business participation; $3,500 
to Chamber of Commerce for Winter 
Fest ($5,000 requested); and $900 to the 
Central Business Community for the Taste 
of Belleville and Holiday events ($1,100 
requested) and the DDA said it also would 
pay for the roping on the bridge.

Chairman 
Hoops said the truck is used as a DPW 
truck when not watering the flowers. He 
found it needs an estimated $4,343 worth 
of repairs, including a tune up, tie rods, 
ball joints, and lifters. He said a used truck 
is $10,000. He hoped to get by this year 
and next with a few repairs. The DDA 
voted to spend up to $3,500 to repair the 
“DDA Water Truck” after getting two other 
quotes; and 

e Discussed the vegetation growth in the 
small ponds at Victoria Commons. The 
water levels are low and the muck is knee 
deep. Some of the aerators in the pumps are 
barely working because they are clogged 
with vegetation. Hoops said no treatment 
will help and they need a creative way to 
get it out, besides the suggestion to use 
long-handled rakes. He said the DPW 
suggested draining the ponds for the winter 
and cleaning them out. He said there also is 
muskrat damage along the shorelines of the 
ponds. The muskrats will have to be dealt 
with in the fall, he said. The vegetation is 
good fertilizer and can be dried out in half 
a day, Hoops said.

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School Board approves 
additional work, as new 
BHS almost complete

At a special meeting on Monday, the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education 
unanimously approved additional projects 
with the bond funds left over from the main 
construction of the new Belleville High 
School. 

The board approved an upgrade to toilets 
and vestibules in the auditorium area, as 
recommended by Plante Moran CRESA. 

School Board President Martha Toth said 
this would make the auditorium area as 
nice as the rest of the new school, adding 


the fixtures and finishes in that area were of 
1965 vintage. 

Sid Dotinga of Granger Construction, who 
is project manager, said this change will 
add new plumbing, hand driers, resonance 
flooring, and tile with glass tile inserts, to 
complete the public area of the auditorium 
for the next 50 years. 

“We are able to add on projects because 
we saved money in the bidding,” Dotinga 
said, filling in for Paul Wills of Plante 
Moran. 

These renovations were approved at a 
not-to-exceed cost of $111,243. 

Dotinga noted the “band shell” for the 
auditorium that previous was approved has 
just arrived and will be installed.

City approves Plante 
Moran, Alan C. Young 
for finance services

On Monday, the Belleville City Council 
opened bids for its accounting and audit 
services and reappointed Plante Moran to 
continue with the accounting and Alan C. 
Young to continue with the financial audits, 
both for three years. 

There was only one sealed bid for each 
service and that was by the companies 
already doing the jobs. City Manager Diana 
Kollmeyer said the city had solicited six 
companies and advertised the call for bids. 

Plante Moran bid the same fee as it now 
charges, $6,135 per month, for the 2012-13 
fiscal year, with a 3% increase to $6,330 for 
the 2013-14 and 2014-15 years. The annual 
fee to prepare for audit had been $18,000 
and was reduced to $15,000. 

A separate auditor is necessary, since 
Plante Moran can’t audit itself, so Alan C. 
Young has been doing the job. The firm bid 
$15,300 for the first and second years and 
$16,065 for the third year of the agreement. 
A two-year option for renewal was added 
on, with fees of $16,065 and $16,870. 
Currently the audit fee is $17,000. 

City Manager Kollmeyer said Young 
had been out of the country and when he 
returned he saw the call for bids and called 
to ask what his company had done wrong.
